* The Columbus city council has made a wise decision by 
ing Ben Espy’s ordinance to impose sanctions . 
nst the South African government. 

sEspy's bill would prohibit the city from placing its funds 
in banks which loan money to the South African govern- 

nt, South African companies, or American companies 
wishing to expand in South Africa. The banks would also be 
prohibited from trading in South African currency or krug- 
gerrands, the gold coins which give the South African 
rnment income from abroad. 

The litany of horrors spelled out by supporters of the 
measure is too numerous to mention. Suffice it to say, as 
councilman Espy did, that this nation “systematically 
denies economic, social and political freedom to its Black 
majority.” 

‘ South Africa has been called--rightfully--the world’s only 
pigmentocracy. It is, as the word describes, truly a govern- 
ment ruled by race. 

The hate.and terror spawned by the South African 
government has led to a worldwide condemnation of this 
racist system. Thirty governments across the country, 
including the states of Massachusettes and New Jersey 
ahd Cuyahoga County, Dayton, Youngstown and Cincin- 

ti in Ohio, have passed legislation expressing their out- 
rege through sanctions. 

tit has been argued by some--most recently council 
member Arlene Shoemaker--that sanctions might “hurtthe 
very people we are trying to help.” 

‘ This argument, while accurate, misses the point. itis the 
same argument put forward by the Botha government 
which rules South Africa, and as such has little currency. 
After all, if sanctions were only going to hurt the Black 
South Africans, why would the white government be so 
concerned? 

The greater issue, however, is whether the Black South 
Africans are willing to pay the price for freedom, and it 
appears that they are. Almost every recognized Black 
leader in South Africa endorses sanctions--even though 
the endorsement of such sanctions is considered a treason 
punishable by death. 

‘ Randall Robinson, head of the national Black lobbying 


group TransAfrica, put it succinctly and eloquently when 


he said, “Black South Africans don't want their chains pol- 
ished; they want them removed.”

‘Three times a minute some women beaten by a. man 
somewhere in this country. Every year 6 million women are 
physically assaulted in an instance gf domestic violence. 
Husbands and lovers are the principal assailants of the 1.8 
million women who are beaten in their own homes. 

Social services are declining at this time, yet incidents of 
assault are climbing. The pressures of living during an era 
of rising expectation and declining opportunity is stressing 
many relationships.

The general contractor, Wal- 
lick Construction Company, 
has agreed to certify that a min- 
imum of 15 percent of the con- 
struction cost will be spent 
with minority vendors and 
subcontractors. 

Chandler Arms is being 
financed with a $1.3 million 
loan from the U.S. Department 
of Housing and Urban Devel- 
opment. Rental payments will 
be partially subsidized, and no 
resident will be required to 
spend no more than 30 percent 
of their income for housing 
costs, including utilities. 

Four units of Chandler Arms 


are designed to serve the 


needs of handicapped elderly 
residents. The complex will 
include a laundry, community 
rooms and offices. 

The approximately four- 
and-one-half acre site will be 
landscaped to include garden- 
ing areas for residents, patios, 
walking paths and other out- 
door recreational areas.

* And, according to Madison, 
when Biack firms were 
awarded contracts, ‘more 
often than not, (they) were not 
commensurate with our abill- 
ties and degrees we have 
received in the halis of 
academia.” 

But Madison spoke for all his 
colleagues in praising Celeste, 
Department of Administrative 
Services Director William G. 
Sykes and Ohio State Univer- 
sity Vice-President for Busi- 
ness Administration Richard 
Jackson for their roles in open- 
ing up Opportunities for minor- 
ity architects and engineers. 

All three were feted by the 
group, which has 18 member 
firms and was formed to assist 
the state's minority architects 
engineers in getting contracts. 

John E. Foster, owner of his 
own engineering firm and pres- 
ident of the OAMAE, called the 
banquet “a momentous and 
festive occasion,” celebrating 
as it did the massive growth in 
awards to minority architectu- 
ral and engineering firms 
under the Celeste admini- 
stration. 

._Remembering the early days 
of Celeste’s term, Foster 
recalled, “when we first met 
with Gov. Celeste in April of 
1983, we said we would watch 


him and hold him account- 


able.” 

Foster concluded, “we've 
watched him, and we haven't 
had to hold him accountable.” 

Celeste appointee William 
Sykes noted that the value of 
projects awarded to minority 
architectural and engineering 
firms had risen from $20 mil-

mittion during 2% years of the 
Celeste administration. 

Madison declared that 
‘without questions, the 
members of the association 
have been included on more 
lists in the last three years than 
in the previous 30, and we are 
extremely grateful.” 

Expansion of the state's 
assistance to-minority archi- 
tects and engineers began in 
1980, when the minority set- 
aside law, HB 584, was passed. 
However, according to associ- 
ation members, the law's lan- 
guage requiring the award of 
15 percent of all contracts for 
goods and services to minority 
firms had not been applied to 
architectural and engineering 
firms under the previous 
administration. 

However, awards to minority 
firms under the Celeste admin- 
istration “have exceeded 15 
percent,” Foster said, although 
he estimated that it was less 
than the almost 25 percent 
which Celeste claimed in his 
speech to the group. . : 

The Celeste administration 
had been attacked for alleged- 
ly awarding contracts to firms 
in.exchange for political con- 
tributions, and Celeste cabinet 
member William Sykes ad- 
dressed the issue head-on 

He agreed with his critics 
that the Celeste administration 
had been guilgy, of “targeting, 
of bias, of prejudice, of selec- 
tivity, and of being politically 
motivated.” 

Sykes then explained, “our 
decisions are targeted to all 
qualified architectural and 
engineering firms which are 
interested in doing first-class 
work for this state.

ready Mt. Vernon 
area master plan

A consortium of local Black 
architectural firms is readying 
a master plan for development 
of the Mt. Vernon Ave. area 
which will show how the $6 mil- 
lion in city-ordered improve- 
ments will affect development 
on the near eastside. 

Moody-Nolan, Ltd., John 
Spencer and Associates, and 
Coke-Harpham had prepared a 
similar map previously, 
according to Moody-Nolan 
principle Curt Mooty. How- 
ever, an expanded version of 
the master plan will be pres- 
ented to Mayor Dana Rinehart 
within the next two weeks. 

The $6 million in improve- 
ments include: the creation ofa, 
Martin Luther King Center for 
the Performing Arts; $3 million 
in roadway improvement in the 
Mt. Vernon Ave. corridor, 
including a new exit ramp 
which will allow travelers on I- 
670 to exit east on Mt. Vernon 
Ave.; development of a vest- 
pocket park in the Mt. Vernon 
Ave. area; and the possible 
shift of the Martin Luther King 
library from its present site at 
1600 E. Long St. to the King 
Center. 

Moody said that the master 
plan will show how traffic patt- 
erns on the near east side will 
be changed to enhance access 
from downtown and other 
points in the city to the Mt. Ver- 
non Ave. area. Access was cut 
off when 1-71 was built through 
the heart of the city in the late 
1950s. 

It will be presented to the 
mayor to use as a “reference 
point on what’s happening on 
the near east side,”Moody said. 

“It seems that people are 


looking at Mt. Vernon Ave. and ~ 


saying, ‘is there going to be any 


development for all the money. 
which has been spent here?” 
Moody responded that there 
is “a whole lot of potential (for 
development) that has not 
been looked at. There's more 
going on than meets the eye.”

“It was during that period 
that | really started to get the 
bug to be in the record busi- 
ness or in broadcasting in 
some way,” Harris recalled. 

He had some limited success 
as a songwriter, including a 
minor hit recorded by come- 
dian Soupy Sales. 

It was through his contact 
with Al Perkins, an almost 
legendary figure among Black 
broadcasters, that Harris 
entered the radio field. After 
receiving basic training at a 
broadcasting school in Chi- 
cago, Harris embarked upon 
the career that was ultimately 
to lead to his present status as 
the owner of two radio stations. 

“It was rough, at first,” Harris 
said of his early career. “I went 
to work at a station in Mem- 
phis, part-timing and just hang- 
ing around, looking over peo- 
ple’s shoulders and learning 
the ins and outs of the business 
from the ground up.” 


His first full-time job was ata 
station IA Minneapuns. 1 won 


up there with $40 in my pocket, 
and a wife and child to support. 
| had to take a job in a factory 
at night to help make ends 
meet--but | was in radio, and 
that’s where | wanted to be.” 

it was a KXUL that Harris's 
career began to blossom. “! 
used to go over there and just 
hang out, because it was a 
Black-oriented station and! 
was hungry to learn. When one 
of the jocks left to take a job in 
California | was in the right 


place at the right time,” Harris 
remembered. 

_ At KXUL, Harris, broadcast- 
ing under the name “Ol' Daddy 
Soul,” became one of the 
area’s most popular deejays. 
He began promoting shows, 
including some of the top acts 
from Motown, and, in his 
words, “made quite a bit of 
money.” 

Harris rose quickly through 
Wt <erks, becoming Program 
Viwrector ‘and sales trarrager. “\ 
typed logs, everything,” he 
said. 

“It was great training. | 
learned much of what ! know 
today about running an effi- 
cient and profitable operation 
right there.” 

Harris moved to Omaha in 
the late 1960s to manage a new 
station acquired by baseball 
pitcher Bob Gibson. After a 
stint there as program director, 
manager and sales manager, 
the peripatetic Harris moved 
on to stints in Florida, Phila- 
delphia and Milwaukee. 

But his dream was to own a 
station, to be the man in 
charge. « 


His parents, especially, his 
mother, were not thrilled about 
their son’s ambitions. “My 
mother worked like heck to get 
me through school -- she 
thought | was going to be her 
son, the lawyer, but finally she 
came to understand my love 
for the broadcasting business 
and became my greatest sup- 
porter,” Harris said. 

In 1972, Harris began in 
earnest to attempt to acquire a 
station of his own. His first 
attempt to buy a station in Flint, 
Mich. fell through due to a lack 
of financing. 

It became a familiar story, for 
it was not until 1982 that the 
right property becarhe availa- 
bie at the right time for the right 
price. 

“| heard through the grape- 
vine that Bob Gibson had sold 
his station in Omaha and that 
the new owners were abandon- 
ing the urban, or Black, format.

“It just so happened that 
another station, just outside 
the market, was up for sale, and 

| jumped at it.” 

Because the station was not 
located in Omaha proper, Har- 
ris was able to acquire it for a 
“song” $220,000. In 1983, 
KBWH, the first “Miracle Sta- 
tidn,” went on the air. 

in May of 1984, Harris visited 
Columbus and heard that 
WVKO, then the city's only 
Black-oriented station, had 
been, sold and was changing 
its format to appeal to “main- 
stream” tastes. 

“When they (WVKO) dropp- 
ed the urban contemporary 
format on the FM side, leaving 
just the daytime AM station 
with Black programming, | felt 
that the market was ripe for 
somebody to come in with an 
urban sound,” Harris said. 

WCKX, then a country and 
western station, in London, 
proved to be the vehicle for his 
entrance into the Columbus 
market. On Oct. 15, second 
miracle came true? Jack Harris 
became the new owner of 
WCKX. 

“Columbus, especially the 
Black community, has receiv- 
ed us warmly,” he said. “Thisis 
a growing city, there is,great 
promise here and | want to bea 
part of that.” 

But Harris's road to success 
here is still strewn with obsta- 
cles, the most obvious of them

being WVKO-AM, which=- 
recently received FCC permis- ». 
sion to broadcast 24 hours, and -” 
WZZT (‘'Z-103'') another 
white-owned but Black-* 
oriented station. 

“Z-103 must have heard us 
coming, because they went 
‘Black’ just before we entered 
the market.” 

But Harris is not concerned 
about the threat posed by his 
competition. 

“Frankly, | don't think that 
Columbus has enough Black 
population to support three 
urban format stations indefi- 
nitely,” he said. “Sooner or 
later, it's going to shake out, 
and there is no doubt in my 
mind that when the dust set- 
tles, the sound you'll be hear- 
ing is sweet, sweet music from 
WCKX, Miracle 106.” 

Harris has moved his base of 
operations to Columbus, 
spending about “98 percent” of 
his time here, nursing his new 
“baby” along. Helping him in 
that effort are two of his 
daughters, Cindie Maxia, 22, 
and Linda, 19, both of whom 
work at the station and perform 
on the air. 

“This is a family business, 
and we all do what we can to 
help each other,” Harris said 
proudly. Harris revealed that 


‘he hopes to acquire more sta- 


tions in the future, to establish 
a chain of Black-oriented sta- 
tions in several U.S. cities.

net income, which averages 
$83 a month for rent, including 
range and refrigerator and in 
most cases, all utilities. 

“Meeting the needs of our 
tenants within the budgetary 
constraints from the U.S. 
Department of Housing and 
Urban Development (HC) 
has been, and will continue to 
be, our number one priority,” 
Bradley said. 

“Recent media coverage and 
actions by some of the CMHA 
tenants suggest that this 
agency has little concern for 
tenant security and equipment 
maintenance,” the Executive 
Director said, “in addition to 
being portrayed as non- 
responsive or caring.” 

“We have always maintained 
_ that although our tenants live 
“in public housing accommoda- 
tions, they are different than 
any other resident of the City of 
Columbus and as such, are 
entitied to the same protective 
services provided by the police 
to any other community,” 
Bradley said.

She noted that CMHA had 
provided additional sécurity at 
one time but was forced to dis- 
continue the service when the 
CETA program, a federal pro- 
gram, which funded security 


’ personnel, was phased out. 


Jn 1980, the agency imple- 
mented a “Residents Against 
Crime” program. Monetary 
awards are given to any CMHA 
resident forwarding informa- 
tion leading to the arrest and 
conviction of persons guility of 
criminal activity on CMHA 
property. 

Last July, Bradley met with 
Columbus Safety Director 
Alphonso Montgomery and 
Police Chief Dwight Joseph on 
implementing a Block Watch 
program in each CMHA prop- 
erty. The formal program got 
underway in September with a 
series of orientation meetings 
with residents. 

Bradley said that another 
security measure being 
implemented-is an ‘entry 
access system” for the eight 
senior citizen highrises. The

system includes electronic 
card readers for each resident 
to use to enter the building, 
surveillance cameras and an 
intercom system the 
lobby and the apartménts. 
Funding for the system was 
requested in 1984 and the 
monies were received this 
year. 

“We are also implementing 
restricted uses of certain doors 
for additional protection in all 
of our buildings,” Bradley said. 
She said many of the doors will 
be made into fire exit only 
doors, complete with alarms.” 
: “The responsibility for self 
and property protection is on 
all\iof us, “the Executive Direc- 
tor said. “We are encouraging 
our residents to get involved 
with the Block Watch program 
and to continue supporting the 
Residents- Against Crime pro- 
gram as well.” 

Referring to recent problems 
with the elevators in one par- 
ticular housing unit, Bradley 
said that the agency maintains 
an on-going preventative 
maintenance program. “The 
elevators are inspected regu- 


larly and have always passed 


safety.tests,” she said. 

She noted that there is a 24- 
hour emergency elevator ser- 
vice and that any calls receive 
immediate attention. 

* “CMBA has hired an engi- 
‘neer to evaluate our elevator 
maintenance data and to make 
recommendationstotheir 
replacement or repair,” Brad- 
ley said, “until we receive that 
report, no decisions can be 
made.” 


Bradley was énehunis on 
noting that recent media cov- 
erage and tenant activities 
should not overshadow the 
accomplishments of the 
agency or its working relation- 


ship with its residents. 

“| regularly visit each hous- 
ing community in addition to 
meeting with the’ residents 
whenever they request,” Brad- 
ley said. “There is also a 
Tenants Council in each com- 
munity, providing the arena for 
residents to meet monthly and 
discuss any concerns and to 
pian recreational or similar 

activities. Those concerns and 
plans are then shared with me 
during the monthly Council 
Presidents meetings.” 

“The funding received for 
rehabilitation, new construc- 
tion and acquisition is res- 
tricted and can only be spent 
for physical improvements. It 
cannot be used to fund secur- 
ity, routine maintenance, utili- 
ties, general operating expen- 
ditures or any other purposes.’ 

“The Columbus Metropoli- 
tan Housing Authority shall 
continue its efforts of provid- 
ing basic housing services 
even though federal budget 
cuts impact upon what we are 
able to do,” Bradley said.

Since then, Taylor said there 
have been only two informal 


finalized proposal. 

Despite the lack of a federal 
proposal, federal officials have 
said that settlements of similar 
cases in Louisiana and Missis- 
sippi entailed the creation of 
“magnet programs"iat the var- 
ious Black schools, which were 
designed to draw white stu- 
dents to their campuses.
